Government Bureau's Sound Ad- 
vice on Road Drainage-Re- 
move all Water Quickly 

CENTER SHOULD BE RAISED 



The United Suites office of public 
roads la Washington Bent out the fol- 
lowing bulletin regarding the proper 
manner of road drainage: 

With an average of 27,000 tons of 
water falling In the form of rain on 
each mile of public rond In the United 
States annually. It Is scarcely to be 
marveled at that the ten command- 
ments of the road builder can be sum- 
med up succinctly in the word •'drain- 
age." The saying has truth for a 
basis, as good drainage Is the primary 
requisite for all roads. Kvcn in suud 
roads this holds true, for there "good 
drainage" means such as will safely 
remove the storm water without ero- 
sion or gullying and still retain the 
surface moisture. 

To obtain good drainage one must 
take Into consideration both the sur- 
face water and the underground wa- 
ter. The surface water must be re- 
moved quickly and completely and 
without subjecting the rond to excess 
Ive scour or erosion. For this reason 
the center of (he road should be raised,

The side ditches should be of ample 
slzo to care for the severest storms, 
with a foil of not less than six inches 
to each hundred feet. Frequent, am- 
ple cross drains should be constructed 
and every opportunity tukeu to gel the 
water away from the road as quickly 
us possible. Any road along which yon 
see water standing In the side ditches 
or on which puddles of water have 
collected or Which has been badly gul- 
lied and eroded by the rains has poor 
drainage and is In need of Immediate 
attention 1 '. In fact, earth roads nearly 
always require a little attention after 
each rain. 

The split log drag is essentially a 
tool to maintain good drainage on our

earth roads and should be used after 
Itch rain. Uu a heavy c'ay or gumbo 
soil the drag when properly used lends 
to puddle the road surface, keep It free 
irom ruts, dense, smooth and hard, 
thus securing the beat surface drain- 
But In many places the underground 
water is too near the surface and 
must be removed before a good road 
win be possible. Thin means thut 
some form of subdralnage must be 
resorted to, usually tile drains or clay 
or concrete. Water from whatever 
source must be got rid of effectively. 
As water In freezing expands one 
eighth lis volume, the road heaves out 
of shape, and when the ice melts the 
road disappears beneath the rising tide 
of mud constantly fed by rains, melt- 
ing snows and underground springs. 

In seepy aud boggy places the sub 
drainage iu order to be fully effective 
should lower the water level to not 
less than three feet below the road 
surface. If tiles are used they should 
be carefully laid, true to grade. Most 
failures in the drainage can be at- 
tributed to carelessness In laying or 
too fiat grade. Tile less tliau four 
inches In diameter should rarely be 
used, nor should a grade of less than 
■lx inches to the hundred feet be used 
unless absolutely necessary. In a very 
dense soil It is always advisable to 
cover the tile to at least a depth of

It Is a fact that those Ingenious and 
daring minds that devote themselves 
to the solution of the problem of avia- 
tion h ive given no small part of their 
preliminary study to considering the 
manner of flight of birds. 

A strange result of this Investigation 

dorsed, that, as u who!*, the bird world 
la not to be regarded as perfect in Its 
attainment of flight For Instnnce, It 
Is contended by the best authorities 
that all birds obliged contlmnlly to 
dap their vine's and In this eiiteaory 
may be mentioned sparrows, tincbes. 
thrushes, crows, etc.— are still In an 
imperfect stage of advancement 

In the nest clnss, as belmr a degree, 
advanced, are put such birfls as pi- 
geons, swallows, etc., which are able 
to dart abend for a space after they 
have gained a good start by the vigor- 
ous flapping of their pinions. • 

In the third clnss the birds that may 
be said to be perfect fliers are the 
eagles, vultures, albutrosses and sim- 
ilar big birds possessing the ability to 
rise and foil and sway and sour In the 
air Indefinitely without a perceptible 
movement of their wings. It Is, of 
course, known to every person of an 
observant turn that these big fowl are 
able to soar Into the air gradually un- 
til at last they disappear from the 
eye of the watcher, it being ulmost 
impossible to detect any movement be- 
yond a slight occasional motion of the 
tatl.-New York Tribune.
